\(Churches’ Homes for Girls | 


(This is the fourth of a number of 
articles which will appear in The 
Constitution in which the needs of 
each of the 33 agencies included in 
the plan will be explained.) 


From a modest litt}e home accom- 
modating only eight girls, the Church- 


include five large, well 
homes now caring for three hundred 
girls and young women. The organ- 
ization is exactly what its name im- 
plies, a home, with homelike  sur- 
roundings, a protection for young 
women who are living in Atlanta 
awav from their relatives and friends. 
The organizers realized that many 
cirls who come into the city without 
training or experience in business life 
must begin on such modest salaries 
that self-maintenance is exceedingly 
difficult. Their idea was to provide 
a place where these girls could re- 
main until they found a position, then 
pay moderate board until, by night 
school study or experience, they were 


er surroundings. As soon as a girl 
is able to earn a sufficient salary. 
she is found a family home and less 
fortunate girls move into’ the 


to earn sufficient salaries 
to support themselves. 
Fine Class of Girls. 

In discussing the policy of the 
homes, John Manget. of the board of 
directors, said: “We have in these 
homes as fine a class of girls as there 
are anywhere in the world.

The meeting Saturday night was 
for the financial help of the Atlanta 
Normal and Industrial institute, of 
which Richard D. Stinson is princi- 
pal. He declared that the masses of 
his race should be taught how to 
work with the hands for years to come 
and thereby lay a solid foundation 
for themselves, for the love of honest 
work, a decent homelife and to make 
the youth useful.

In this 
way we have helped hundreds of girls 
to equip themselves with positions 
that pay more than enough for them 
to live on. 


Open to Penniless. 


“These homes are open to girls who 
are homeless and without any money 
and without positions. It is for such 
girls that the homes are operated and 
it is our job, first, to give them a 
good home, assist them in securing a 
position and to encourage and fit 
them for the best service which they 
may be capable of rendering. Our 
capacity should be doubled in order 
to care for those who are needing 
homes in this great city with someone 
to love and care for them.”

“The reasons for these losses 
transit are of vital importance to 
every producer and shipper in the 
south. Much of the damage to these 
crops results from improper packing, 
inadequate containers, presence of 
disease-producing organisms in the 
fruits and vegetables in the field be- 
fore loading, which often results in 
damage to perishables en route, delay 
and rough handling in transit. The 
producers, shippers and consumers 
know too little of the contributing 
causes towards this damage which re- 
sults in misunderstandings between 
them. 

“Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are paid annually in elaims by. rail- 
roads to producers and shippers, most 
of which could be prevented by prop- 
er knowledge of causes. These claims 
place an added burden upon the grow- 
er, sbipper and carrier, because 
their profits are reduced—also upon 
the consuming public in the way of 
higher cost of food.”
